Soldier Bill ran quite a good race in the 
Highfield Steeplechase, where he finished 
third to Chin Chin and three-quarters of a 
length behind Jimma, who was second. 
going was not in his favour, and he never 
quite looked like beating the winner, a good 
horse at his best, who jumped with such 
facility this afternoon that we may hear of 
him in connection with the Grand National. 
Chin Chin won at Aintree as a four-year-old, 
bat he has ever since been a very difficult 
horse to get right. Winter Voyage was oing 
very well in front until he sc Mhéig his 
chance by a blunder at the water. 

King Solftude did not, after all, turn out 
for the Smethwick Handicap Steeplechase, for 
which Emboss and The Heir were joint 
favourites. In the run in The Heir was 
tiring, and was beaten off into third place, 
Kmboss winning cleverly by half a length 
from Jack Boore, with ‘The Heir third. It 
was, I think, the first victory gained in Eng- 
land by Sir Thomas Stafford, for the Ros- 
common baronet’s colours are unfamiliar on 
this side of the Channel. 

Tt was a wonderful day for the success of 
favourites, five out of the six wmning, and 
all at odds against. This helped somewhat 
‘to assuage the feelings of those who were 
wounded by the weather. The first was 
Golden Fleece, who had failed here yesterday. 
He did better -sáigh © and beat Cupid’s Dart 
by three lengths. r. Parrish was able to 
buy him in afterwards for 80 gns., this being, 
I think, the lowest figure to which this once 
brilliant horse has fallen. 

The excellent price of 2 to 1 about Radiant 
River, the winner of the Maiden Hurdle, was 
due to the support for Treviso, Lenglen, and 
Bright's Boy, to each of whom he was set 
to give a good deal of weight. With Duller 
in the saddle he made light of his 12st 6lb., 
and, going to the front at half-way, won on a 
tight rein, although the judge’s verdict was 
only & couple of lengths.

Few people will make the long journey to 
the remote Pembrokeshire meeting, Tenby, 
which has a clear fixture té-morrow and Thurs- 
day. Jack Anthony and the brothers Rees, 
all natives of Tenby, will, of course, be rid- 
ing at the meeting, and it is to be supposed 
that David Harrison, the local trainer, will 
turn out his usual proportion of winners. 
Coulthwaite has sent Harmonious to run for 
the Beauchamp Cup, and Mr. Madcap runs 
against him.

FIELD, a recent winner, should take the 
Lawrenny Open Three Mile Steeplechase, un- 
ifs Harrison should elect to be represented 
by HARRY HART instead.

LF.A. AND SOUTHERN CLUBS, 


> At a meeting of the I.F.A. Coancil jast night a 
discussion took place on a letter from the, Free 
State Association relative to the matters stated by 
the Free State Body to have been left over from 
the Liverpool Conference. ' 
Vir. J. M. “Wilton, Chairman, in his opening 
remarks, staied that the most extraordinary thing 
about the Free State F.A. letter was that the latter 
body had now confined themselves to asking for a 
share in the control of international matches. He 
held that this contention was impossible, as the 
Free State Ass@dciation were now a separate entity 
with Dominion status; and the I.F.A. were in the 
position. of a nation in the national control aí foot- 
ball. He was afraid that, ny agreement were 
come to regarding the playing of Free State players 
in international matches the other countries would 
ask eome time, if grog Ee what right the 
1.F.A. had to play pl 9» who were not under 
their control. 

A long discussion ensued concerning the etatus 
of players born in the Free State in regard to in- 
ternationals. Mr. Ferguson raised. the question of 
players of Irish birth born anywhere in Ireland or 
born abroad of Irish parentage assisting in interna- 
tional games. ! 

Mr. Auétin. Donnelly contended that a player 
of Irish entage wag perfectly eligible to play 
in international games. 

Several members were of opinion that Free State 

ers were eligible in the same way as Irish 
players assisting cross-Channel clubs were eligible, 
and Mr. Ferguson argued that thie was a question 
which perely concerned the senior clubs, and he 
asked for fraternisation among the Belfast and 
Dublin clubs. 

The Chairman said that he hoped Mr. Ferguson 
would not take the I.P.A. as being in any way 
antagonistic to the Dublin clubs. A question had 
been raised regarding the exclusion of the Dublin 
clubs in the Irish League next season, and he 
wished the Press to take note of the fact that this 
was a matter purely for the Irish League. The 
1.F.A. would welcome the inclusion of the Dublin 
clubs in the League next season. 

Mr. Shaw ntoran) said that conversations had 
taken placé& ween the Northern and Southern 
clubs, and he could say that it was the cesire of 
most of the sénior representatives that some means 
showld be found to renew intercourse with the 
Sonthern clubs. 

The Chairman said that he thought all that could 
be done was that the Dublin clubs should become 
associate members, and they would have to set up 
a joint control board, such as existed between the 
Welsh and Enetish Associations. 

It was eventually decided to refer the Free State 
Association to the Cowncil’s letter of the 11th 
December, and inform them that the I.F.A. Conncil 
considered that that letter satisfactorily dealt with 
the matters raised in the Free State Association's 
letters of the 17th November and 28th December, 
inasmuch as it agreed to a conference on any 
subject of henefit-.to the game in Ireland. It was 
also decided to request that a conference be held in 


Belfast, and the following delegates were appointed

Germany’s Finances. 


Interest in the efforts of Germany to 
set her financial house in order is likely to 


.be revived throughout Europe by the 


return to Berlin of Dr. Schacht, President 
of the Reichsbank. Dr. Schacht has been 
on a mission to Holland and England, 
where he has talked with all the most 
prominent bankers, and financial circles in 
Berlin declare that his visit was “very 
satisfactory.’’ The new President of the 
Reichsbank already has won a reputation 
in Europe by the steps which he has taken 
to deal with the currency problem in Ger- 
many, and the comparative stability of the 
mark during the past few months is attri- 
buted largely to his efforts. He proposes 
now to found a new Central Bank which 
will issue “gold notes,” and will have no 
official connection with either the Reichs- 
bank or the German Government, 
Apparently his foreign tour was in 
connection with (this project, and the 
favourable news which he reports from 
both Amsterdam and London suggests that 
he will be able to secure the capital that 
will. be necessary for the establishment of 
the new bank, Dr. Schacht believes that 
he can give permanent stability to the 
mark. The Rentenmark already has done 
a great deal in this direction, but 
much remains to be done, and at present a 
“gold ” bank seems to present, the: only 
feasible way out of the difficulty. To-day 
the replies of the French and Belgian 
Governments to Herr von Hoesch’s recent 
memorandum are expected, and the 


‘| general belief is that they will be unfavour- 


able to the proposals which were made by 
the Paris Chargé d@ Affaires,. The rejection 
of Herr von Hoesch’s terms will precipitate 
an immediate financial crisis in Germany, 
as it will prove that neither France nor 
Belgium is willing to aBate one jot or 
tittle of her claims, and will bring the 
whole problem of reparations once more to 
ahead. Just at present the raising of the 
financial question in an acute form would 
be highly undesirable. M. Poincaré, 
flushed with his Senatorial victory at the 
polls last Sunday, is not in a mood to 
make many concessions, while the German 
Government also is inclined to ride its high 
horse. The authorities in Berlin are very 
much incensed at the activities in Paris 
of Herr Rechberg, one of Germany’s 
potash magnates, who is also a well-known 
artist and connoisseur. This gentleman, 
apparently without any authority from the 
German Government, made certain pro- 
posals to M. Poincaré involving the parti- 
cipation of French. capital in German in- 
dustry. He has been disowned officially 
by Berlin. The German Government 
declares not only that his suggestions were 
unauthorised, but also that they were, and 
must continue to be, impossible. In the 
circumstances, therefore, while we hope 
that Dr. Schacht will sucteed in the task 
to which he has set, his mind, we think 
that the moment has not yet come when a 
final settlement ought to be attempted. A 
month must elapse before stability can be 
achieved in British politics, and in the 
meanwhile the French and German 
Governments would be well advised to hold 
their hands. When Britain has a settled 
Government the situation is likely to be 
much easier for everybody.

The Celtic legends of Malory are the pos- 
session of all Englishmen; the literature 


and the Gaelic language and literature, 
enshrining the ancient history of this 
island, should be regarded as belonging to 
all Irish citizens.

The story is concerned with the emotions 
of Cleo D’Aubigny, a cabaret dancer, who, 
after nineteen years, suddenly- realises that 
she is lonely, and decides to seek out her 
son, who has heen brought up in the con- 
ventional English manner by his father, Lord 
seneage Sry Blantyre, however, refuses to help 
her, declaring that he does not quite believe 
in this belated maternal affection, so she 
returns to her cabaret life and to her latest 
over, Boussat. 

On his deathbed, the noble lord reveals 
to his son, Hugo, the secret of his mother, 
and the youth, fired with an ambition to re- 
form her, seeks her out in one of her Pari- 
sian haunts, whore he finds her leading a 
gay life, surrounded by the _ lowest . ol 
characters. The mother has a severe 
struggle between her love for her son and 
her -present exciting life. Boussat, who 
really loves the woman, puts up a strong 
fight to keep her, but the son wins, and Cleo 
is taken to Switzerland, where she is ex- 
pected to lead a straight life. | Complica- 
tions arise in the shape. the people of Hugo's 
fiancée, who object strongly to Cleo and her 
ways. 

alising that she stands in the boy’s way, 
and partly because she is bored to death with 
her present highly conventional mode of. liv- 
ing, she decides to creep secretly back to 
Paris, and to her lover, oussat.

All of this is ordinary conventional French 
threatricalism, and the part óf Cleo, played 
by anyone but Miss Violet Vanbrugh would 
have been stagey. and ineffective, but Miss 
Vanbrugh manages to get every ounce of 
emotion out of every scene, and, as the play 
is full of scenes in which she is the principal 
figure, we .are treated to one or two really 
genuine thfills.. In spite, however, of Miss 
Vanbrugh’s intensity and power, the play, 
because it is so full of unreal sentiment, is 
inclined to become tedious. 

Mr. Sam Livesey played the part of the 
lover, Boussat, with sincere feeling—one could 
believe in his sentiment, while Mr. Dawson 
Milward, in the part of the very English lord, 
was an arr, . foil to Miss Vanbrugh’s 
French vivacity. Mr Ralph Forbes played 
the part of the son very well, indeed. It was 
not an easy part to play, as the author had 
made the boy exceptionally priggish, and it is 
to the credit of this young actor that we were 
able to believe in the character. The part 
of a Cockney friend was admirably played 
by Miss Olive Sloane, who excels in that sort 
of work; while Miss Prudence Vanbrugh 


played the part of the modern young girl with 


distinct ability. 


BROADCASTING. 


‘THE FREE STATE LAGS

With regard to the rumours to the effect 
that the Irish Broadcasting Company have 
provisionally selected a site at Terenure for 
their broadcasting station, an official of the 
Post Office states that his Department knows 
nothing about it. When the station has been 
set up, as it is expected to be, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Dublin, a general licence will 
be issued to it; but nothing has yet been 
decided. 

The Dail has appointed a Committee to in- 

uire into the subject, and it is probable 
that the question will come before that House 
at ah early date.

Sccialist Peers. 


Rumour is persistent that Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald may advise the King to create 
several Socialis. Peers, should he come 
into power, and several names in this 
connection have been freely mentioned. 
It is, of course, evident that Government 
representation in. the House of Lords is 
one of the chief difficulties in the forma- 
tion of a Socialist Government. Whether 
it would serve the cause of Mr. Macdonald 
to create Peers is most uncertain. The 
Socialists have always decried the House 
of Lords, since they profess to take their 
stand on human equality, and regard dis- 
tinctions of ranks undesirable and un- 
necessary. Therefore, if the first Socialis: 
Prime Minister immediately on coming 


into office proceeds to ask the Crown to 


provide Peerages for his supporters, there 
will certainly “be a very loud outcry in 
the ranks of Socialism, particularly from 
the extremists. Yet. Mr. Macdona!d, .on 
coming into power, will have to deal with 
things as he finds them, and not as he 
would wish them to be. The House of 
Lords is an integral part of the Constitu- 
tion, and, unlike Jericho, it Will not 
fall before the Socialist shouts and 
trumpetings. 


Mr. Baldwin's Mistake. 


While in the Lobby to-day T took the 
opportunity of-asking an old friend, who 
is a much respected member of the Con- 
servative Party, if he could throw any 
light dn the motives of the Prime Minister 
in launching his Protection policy, His 
reply confirmed the suggestion that | 
ventured tentatively to make in these 
columns two months ago—namely, that the 
possibilitv of French dumping from the 
Ruhr, which under existing treaty arrange- 
ments we should be unable to prevent, was 
the “new fact” which caused Mr.

AND SEA. 


WAVES STOP TRAMS 

IN DUBLIN. - 

FLOODS IN THE 
SOUTH. 


—-£—— 


An easterly-south-easterly gale, with heavy 
gain, prevailed throughout the country yester- 
dav. Floods and suanee by wind are re- 
; or ed from many p aces. : 
P A ania the barometer fell to 28.80 
during the day; late yesterday afternoon the 
official reading at the North Wall was 29.30. 
Rain ceased with nightfall, and the wind, 
veering to due east, abated slightly, but the 
Baily Lighthouse reported early this morning 
that a “ living gale ” was still raging. Day 
and vitght were very cold, the temperature 
in te city in the afternoon being only 
o8 degrees 

The gale developed early yesterday morn- 
ing, and was accompanied by heavy rain. It 
attained its maximum force at about mid- 
c day. The tide? was high at Dublin Bar at 
12.19 p.m., but long before then the pres- 
eure of wind on waves and the large volume 
of flood water pouring down the Liffey and 
smaller streams rendered seaside roads in 
the Dublin suburbs impassable. 


ROADS IMPASSABLE. 

Two hours before high water waves were 
. breaking over the sea wall at Clontarf; and 
the tram service beyond Castle avepue had 
to be suspended. Masses of shingle and sea- 
weed and tons of water were flung on to the 
ite and into the front gardens of houses 
overlooking the sea. The strain on the sea 
wall was very great, but no damage was done. 

Similar conditions prevailed along the 
Strand road at Sandymount. Vehicular and 
pedestrian traflic became impossible after 
eleven o'clock, and the trams went no further 
than Sandymount Green. Here, again, the 
gea wall withstood the strain of the breakers, 
but. much shingle was washed into the road- 
way. The spray was flung to a height of 
twenty feet, while the Pigeon House Wall 
appeared to be almost inundated. 


ANXIETY IN THE PORT. 

She port of Dublin offers no shelter from 
an easterly gale. Regular waves dashed 
against the quay walls, and cataracts of 
water were flung on to the roadways. The 
motor ferry boat services had to be suspended 
early in the morning, and double moorings 
were run out Ly all the vessels tied up to 
the quaysides. As high tide approached and 
tended to check the flood water from the 
upper reaches there was a grave danger that 
the river would flow over the walls. As it 
was, vast quantities of waiter swept over by 
the wind washed away packing cases and 
casks, and rome cellars were flooded. 

Steamers, straining at their moorings, 
floated almost level with the roadways, and 
loading and unloading became virtually im- 
woman. However, the hour of high tide 
passed without any serious overfigw, but 
conditions were very little better during the 
afternoon, and work was at a standstill. In- 
coming vessels were al] very late in arriving, 
and only the larger ships ventured out to the 
Bay, where conditions were described by 
sailors as the worst éxperienced for a very 
‘Jong time. 


SHOPPING DISTRICTS DESERTED. 


Only those who were obliged to go out 
promenaded the city streets. Grafton and 
Sackyille streets were deserted by the usual 
window-gazers, and shopkeepers did very 
little trade. Continuous rain fell, but it had 
one good effect in that it washed away—tem- 

rarily, probably—the viscous mud which has 
seen a “‘feature’’ of the city and suburban 
streets ever since the Cleansing Department 
took its Christmas holidays. ~ em— 

Those tramway services (Dollymount and 
Sandymount Tower) which had to be sus- 
pended were resumed shortly after two 
o clock, - 


SEA WASHES KINGSTOWN LINE. 


At full tide breakers swept over the East 
Pier of Kingstown Harbour, and along the 
exposed parts of the railway line the waves 
washed over the sea wall. The direction of 
the wind favovred the harbour, however, and 
no damage to shipping was reported. Three 
vessels ran in for shelter. Although the mail 
boats from Holyhead experienced rough 
passages both morning and evening they ar- 
rived at about the usual hours, and beyond 
bad weather had nothing out of the way to 
report. 


TELEGRAPHIC DELAYS. 


The gale caused some dislocation of the tele- 
graphic services during the night, but com- 
munication with Great Britain was inain- 
tained, aMessages were, however, subject to 
delay. LL. 


FLOODS IN CORK, 


WATERSIDE DAMAGE. -. 
From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Tuesday. 

During last night and to-day an unusually 
heavy storm of wind and rain prevailed in 
Cork City and district. For some days the 
weather has been very bad, and the prevailing 
high tides have done much damage, especially 
in the centre of the city.

BETTING PROBLEM IN 
GREAT BRITAIN, 
LONDON INQUIRY | 
REVELATIONS, | 
:

: LONDON, Tuesday. 

A tax on betting is practicable, according 
to a report of the Select Committee on the 
Betting Duty, issued by the Stationery Office 
yesterday. spite of that decision, the Com- 
mittee neither commend nor condemn the tax. 
There is one very definite recommendation, 
however. “The crux is the street book- 
” says the report, ' and his extinction 
must be assured.” : | 
Remarkable revelations are made of the 
ramifications of the street bookmakers’ orga- 
nisation, The evidence showed that women 
were betting to a and steadily increasing 
extent, that in textile mills betting is preva- 
lent, and that female domestic servants bet in 
large numbers. 

Bookmakers’ agents canyass the homes of 
members of the artisan class between 9 and 
11 a.m. and strive to induce the women to 
bet. . There is an ‘‘ ont-looker’’ who watches 
for the police, and part of his duty is to 
regularly attend the Police Courts in order to 
be able to recognise any new detective or 
police officer. The Committee express amaze- 
ment at the extent to which betting exists at 
the present time, the evidence of all the wit- 
nesses tending to show that practically every 
class of the community now bets: In trying 
to estimate bookmakers’ profits, the Commit- 
tee turned to the estate duty returns, but 
these proved useless, however, for all book- 
makers “ die as gentlemen.” 

It was estimated by the Chairman of the 
Committee, Mr. H. 8. Cautley, that £5,000.000 
annually could be raised by the imposition of 
a tax on betting. 


ALL-RED ROUTE. 


TRAFFIC, WOULD NOT 
JUSTIFY COST. 


- 


A Grey Book, which was issued last night, 
contains reports of the proceedings of the Im- 
perial Economic Conference. 

A short discussion on the All-Red Route 
scheme was started by Mr. Riordan during 
a debate:on Imperial Communications. He 
asked whether the scheme had been aban- 
doned, and, if so, for what reason. local in- 
terests in Ireland still took a keen interest in 
it. The advocates of the scheme claimed that 
if it were adopted the journey from London 
to New Zealand could be made in 22} days, 
as compared with 27} days at present. 

Mr. Amery, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
said that the question occupied a considerable 
part of the time of the Imperial Conferences 
of fifteen or twenty years ago, and conceiv- 
ably it might be discussed at future confer- 
ences. The plan was to link up England and 
Ireland by train ferry so that trains could run 
right through to Blacksod Bay, Cork, or Gal- 
way. Steamers, with an average speed of 22 
or 23 knots, would reach Canada from the 
West of Ireland port in four days. There 
would be a quicker train service across Canada 
and fast steamers from Vancouver to New 
»Zealand and Australia. 

“I went into it very closely at the time. 
The financial obstacles to the scheme have in- 
creased since then, owing to the cost of high- 
speed shipping. There is the Panama Canal 
as an alternative for freight. There is the air 
possibility, purely for mails, at very high 
speed, and there is also the substantial diffi- 
culty that, apart from mails and passengers, 
there would not be any great volume of traffic 
either on the link Ireland to Canada or on the 
link Vancouver to New Zealand to justify the 
high speed. An altogether inordinate subsidy 
would be required till traffic on both sides 
had developed very considerably. 

“Tf Ireland developes, and if a great de- 
velopment of the system of train ferries is 
able from a port in Western Ireland to dis- 
tribute goods at once all over the British 
Isles, and if the total volume of traffic for 
Canada increases very greatly, I daresay that 
scheme, which does make use of the funda- 
mental geographical] fact that the Atlantic is 
much narrower as you get further North, 
may come into very practical consideration 
again. But I imagine, at the presentemoment, 
that the subsidy required to carry it out 
would be in excess of the economic advan- 
tages.”’ 

Sir Halford Mackinder—If Mr. Riordan

In home 
affairs the Labour. leader was intentionally 
vague. He is, of course, going to grapple 
with unemployment, but as this is not a pro- 
gramme speech he does not tell us how. 

On the whole, the future Prime Minister 
acquitted himself with considerable ability. 
It was not easy for him to be rhetorical 
enough to please all. his audience without 
being inflammatory; to be moderate enough 
not to frighten the timid, and yet not to be 
too moderate. He managed the judicious mix- 
ture with commendable skill.

MR. MACDONALD'S INTENTION. 

The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes :—The only political meeting of im- 
portance to-day is that of the Parliamentary 
Labour Party, which has been summoned for 
eleven o’clock at the House of Commons to 
elect officers for the session. Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald is assured of re-election as Chair- 
man and leader of the party, and the other 
appointments are not likely to give much 
trouble. But if there is to be a general dis- 
cussion on the party’s policy, things may be- 
come interesting. The Clyde contingent are 
back in London, and are said to be pressing 
for a strong Labour programme from the first 
Labour Government, here is a persistent 
rumour that the Clyde will not be represented 
in Mr. Macdonald’s Ministry. The Clyde 
contingent would thus be left in a position of 
more freedom and less responsibility to oes 
for the early introduction of Socialistic 
measures. 

Mr. Macdonald has decided that members of 
the Labour Cabinet shall accept the recognised 
salaries of their offices. This decision 13 
generally supported; for it is felt that, as 
the service ig the highest that can be given 
to the country, the due recognition of ib 
should be accepted by whichever party hap- 
pens to be in office. The name of one of the 
seven unclassified members is being associated 
with the speculations which are now in full 
swing concerning the formation of the first 
Labour Ministry, There now seems to be 
general agreement that Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald proposes to take the Foreign Sec- 
retaryship in addition to the posts of Prime 
Minister and First Lord of the Treasury, and 
there is an interesting rumour abroad that 
in that case his Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs may prove to be Mr. Oswald Mosley, 
the Independent member for Harrow, and 
& son-in-law of Lord Curzon, the present 
Foreign Secretary. Mr. William Adamson, 
a former Chairman of the Parliamentary 
Labour Party, a miners’ representative, and 
one of the most popular members of the 
Labour Party among all sections in the 
House of Commons, is mentioned as the most 
likely Secretary of State for Scotland; while 
Mr. Sidney Webb is now said to be in the 
running for the office of Minister of Labour. 

There seems to be little doubt that the 
positions of Attorney-General and Solicitor- 
General will be offered to Mr. Patrick 
Hastings, K.C., and Mr. Slesser, respectively, 
so that it may be assumed that any claims 
that Mr. Hemmerde may have to a legal ap- 
pointment will be passed over; for few poli- 
ticians or lawyers are able to take seriously 
the rumour that was in existence yesterday, 
that Mr. Hemmerde may be given a peerage 
and the Lord Chancellorship.

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AMERICA’S INTEREST. 


In a message from Paris last night The 
Times Correspondent states :—General Charles 
G. Dawes-and Mr. Owen D. Young, the two

CHARGE AGAINST FREE 
STATE SOLDIER.

At’ the Courthouse, Tralee, yesterday, 
Volunteer Denis Leene, of the Irish Free State 
Army, was arraigned for the wilful murder of 


“Thomas Brosnan at Scartaglin on the 6th of 


December, 1925. 

Mr. T. Liston, State Solicitor, prosecuted, 
and Mr. Maurice McCarthy, solicitor, Kil- 
larney, appeared for the accused. 

Sergeant William Ryan, Civie Guards, 
stated that, acting on instructions from Super- 
intendent Hannigan, he left Tralee on Friday, 
the 4th inst., and went to Liverpool, where 
he arrived at 4 a.m. on the 5th inst. He took 
with him a‘warrant for the arrest of accused 
on the charge now preíerred against him. At 
10 p.m. on the 5th inst. he proceeded to the 
Central Police Station at Liverpool, and there 
saw the accused. He charged him with the 
murder of Thomas Brosnan on the 6th of 
December, and gave him the usual caution. 
Leene said: ‘‘It was not I who shot him; it 
was Gaffney, and only for Gaffney I would not 
be here to-night, and if I knew where he was 
I would soon tell.” Witness took over the 
accused and brought him to Tralee. He also 
brought over certain articles handed to him 
by the Liverpoal police. 

Mr. McCarthy, for the defence, did 
cross-examine. 

Volunteer Robert McNell, Free State Army, 
who had been returned for trial on a charge 
of aiding and abetting in the murder, deposed 
that he was driver of the transport cats, and 
was stationed in Castleisland for nine months. 
He was there on the 5th and 6th of December 
last. On Wednesday, 5th December, he drove 
Lieutenant Gaffney, Sergeant Michael Shea 
and Volunteer Michael Shea to the cross-roads, 
near Scartaglin. Gaffney and the others pro- 
ceeded to Scartaglin. and witness returned to 
Castleisland, where he arrived between 6 and 
7. .He next saw Gaffney and the others at 10 
that night, and got certain instructions: from 
Lieutenant Gaffney. On the morning of the 
6th December he was cailed by Lieutenant 
Gaffney at about 4 o'clock. He left the 
hospital post and went to Hartnett’s post, 
where, he had left the car which he had 
driven to Scartaglin the night before. It was 
a Ford. When he arrived at Hartnett’s post 
Lieutenant Gaffney, the two Shea and 
McCusker were there. Witness got into the 
car, and the others pushed the car to start it, 
They pushed it down to near Hussey’s public. 
house, where they went in and got a drink.

Seartaglin. They arrived at Scartaglin at 
half-past five, and went to Nolan’s public- 
house, where they had two drinks each and 
then had breakfast. After breakfast they 
walked around the village and met a school- 
master, whose name he did not know. Thev 
went with him into Connor s public-house and 
had each a drink from the schoolmaster. 
After having the drinks they left the public- 
house and walked around the village again: 

They all then went to the Civic Guards’ 
station, and after leaving there went again to 
Nolan’s publie-house, where they had another 
drink each. After that they went again to 
O'Connor's public-house and had a drink 
there. Then they went back again to Nolan’g 
public-house, where they remained until they 
drove back again to Castleisland. They ars 
rived at the hospital post at about halt-nast 
two o'clock, He left the four-ton truck at the 
hospital post. 

Witness had dinner and went 
town alterWerds, accompanied by 
Sea and Volunteer Shea, and went 
Hussey’s public-house, where thev had one 
drink each. They returned to the hospital 
post. On their return they met Lieutenant 
Gaffney going in the direction of Hussey’s 
public-house. Gaffney said something to tho 
Sheas. He next met Gaffnev about 4 o'clock 
on the evening of the 6th. at Hartnett’s 
post. Gafiney gave him some _ instr 
tions as to the car. About five that ex 
ing Lieutenant Gaffney came to him aguin, 
and in consequence of what Gaffney said to 
him he again got the four-ton truck ready, 
and Lieutenant Gaffney, Sergeant Shea. 
Volunteer Shea, Volunteer. Leene, Volunteer 
Brosnan, and Volunteer McCusker got into 
the car, Lhey all wore trench coats and caps, 
and some of them hats. Witness was the 
only member of.the party in uniform. “The 
Volunteer Leene he referred to as having 
got into the car was the prisoner now pre 
sent. All had rifles except Lieutenant 
Gaffney, who had a small gun strapped to 
his leg. 

LIEUT. GAFFNEY’S INSTRUCTION. 

Lieutenant Gaffney sat beside them in the 
front of the car, and all the others, i 
cluding accused, sat in the truck portion of 
the car. They drove in the direction of 
Scartaglin to the cross-roads, about a mile 
and a half from Castleisland. in consequence 
of directions, witness stopped the car at the 
cross-roads, and turned it on “to the side 
toad on his right, and then turned the car 
iacing the Castleisland-Scartaglin road. When 
the car was stopped at the cross-roads all the 
party got off. 

While standing there, eontinued witness, 
Lieutenant Gaffney said to me, in presence 
of the accused, that if I heard any shots not 
to be alarmed. I said, “ All right, sit.” 

All of the party, with the exception of 
McCusker, who remained with witness. left 
for the direction of Scartaglin. It was about 
half- vast five o clock when they lett. He 
could not say how long he and McCusker 
were waiting before the party returned. 
they all came to the car together, got in, 
and drove back together to ‘Castleisland, 
where they arrived about seven o'clock. 

In reply to Mr. McCarthy, witness said 
that both on the Sth and 6th December he 
was carrying out the instructions of Lieu- 
tenant Gaffney. They did, no business in 
Seartaglin on their first visit there in the 
morning except drinking. He could not say 
how many drinks they had. The other mem- 
bers of the party were also acting on the 
instructions of Gaffney. He had no idea of 
what Gaffney took him out for. He could 
not say whether the other members of the 
party knew what Gaffney was taking them 
out for. & 

Volunteer James McCusker gave corrobora 
tive evidence. He added that on returning 
from the cross-roads to Castleisland Lieu 
tenant Gaffney, who sat in the front of the 
car, said, when nearing Castleisland, to the 
party at the back, “ Never let on, ‘boys, aboat 
the ‘ creasing’ of that fellow.” “T asked,’’ 
said witness, “ who did ve ‘ crease’?”’

Witness—‘** Young Brosnan.”’ 

Miss Ellen Brosnan gave evidence to the 
effect that she saw the motor car at, the 
cross-roads. 


THE FATHER’S EVIDENCE. 

Cornelius Brosnan, father of the murdered 
boy, repeated the evidence which he gave at

PROCESSES DISCUSSED. 


The first of two lectures on ‘ Crystals, 
Gems, and Jewels” was delivered by’Pro- 
fessor H. J. Seymour, F.G,S8.,-under the 
auspices of the Royal Dublin Society, at the 
Royal College of Surgeons, Dublin, yesterday 
afternoon. 

The lecturer explained that his object was 
to elucidate some points in connection with 
crystals, with which he would first deal. He 
mentioned that there was a certain class of 
crystal, which, on account of its rarity, and 
of some specially important chamica) or opti- 
ca] qualities, was in a class apart. He pro- 
posed in the present lecture to treat of some 
of the common characteristics of all crystals. 

_. Their first question was: What. constitutes 
a crystal? ‘Crystals formed.a portion of what 
was called inorganic matter, which possessed 
the inherent tendency, when changing ite 
chemical condition, to have its molecules regu- 
larly arranged. The process hy which this 
‘arrangement’? was brought about was 
known as crystallisation, in turn caused by 
the changing of their chemical state by 
crystalline substances. The word crystal was 
derived from the Greek word, krustallos, 
meaning ice. The ancients believed that 
crystals were really a form of super-frozen ice. 

Crystals could be grown in their proper 
solutions, being spite of absorbing what 
they required from the solution. On ex- 
amination, the particles of a broken crystal 
“would be found to possess the same inherent 
symetrical form. 

All erystals, of course, refracted light, and 
it was this quality which made it possible 
to discover imitations. The diamond pos- 
sessed the quality of refracting the t ata 
greater angle, and this, with its pro: 


 perfies, made it the most valuable crystal ex-- 


tant.

NO DUBLIN FACTORY. 


PROSPECTS FOR FREE 
STATE PROJECTS. 


x—— 


The cultivation of sugar beet, is being con- 
sidered by the farmers of Doohamlet, “Co. 
Monaghan, and it is stated that arrange- 
ments are being made for the erection of a 
sugar factory in Dublin. . 

inquiries made by en Jrish Z'imes repre- 
sentative go to show that, whatever founda- 
tion there may be for the first part of the 
above report, there is none whatever for 
that teferring to the establishment of a 
sugar factory in Dublin. 

eet sugar production is an industry re- 
quiring so much skill and organisation that 
any development im this direction cpuld not 
for long pass unnoticed. In the first place, 
growers would require to be organised, so 
that a guaranteed supply of beet root would 
be available for conversion into sygar. Ex- 
perience on the Continent and in England 
has shown that from 5,000 to 4,000 acres oí 
beetroot in thé immediate vicinity of a fac- 
tory are essential to economic working. In 
some parts of America the saccharine 1s ex- 
tracted locally and the pulp returned to the 
growers for cattle feeding, the saccharine 
being then sent on to a central factory for 
conversion into sugar. 

Im England, where beet sugar production 
was restarted during the war, the Govern- 
ment of the day gave a substantial grant in 
aid of the erection of the first factory, and 
remitted the duty on the sugar manufac- 
tured. The crop is grown by farmers in 
the vicinity of the factory, and a certain 
acreage must be guaranteed. 

Under ordinary circumstances it would 
seem that before anything tangible can be 
done farmers should be acquainted with the 
possibilities of the industry and induced to 
grow sufficient raw material to keep the fac- 
tory working on full time. It would be 
also advisable for those at the head of such 
a movement to sertd a deputation to in- 
vestigate the beet sugar industry on the 
Continent and in England. 


IMPORTANCE OF CAPITAL. 
When sufficient knowledge of the plant 


and buildings required was obtained, capital | 


could be called for. It should be remem- 
bered that insufficient capital in such an 
undertaking would spell disaster. Em- 
phasising this point, an authority conversant 
with such. matters told our representative 
that one of the factors against the success 
of the Drogheda Packing Company was the 
fact that so much money was spent in con- 
verting old buildings to modern uses, instead 
of building completely new premises. This 
left a very limited sum for the purchase of 
3,000 cattle every week. Had there been 
sufficient floating capital available, it is 
believed the venture could have been suc- 
cessfully worked. 
DEAD MEAT INDUSTRY. 

In 1920 the directors of the Waterford 
Meat Factory went to America to study the 
methods followed there. That being done, 
they selected a site for the factory, made 
their plans, and decided to await the return 
of stable government in the country before 
proceeding further. Stable government has 
returned, but progress with the scheme is 
now delayed by industrial unrest. 

On the latter point inquiries show that, 
while the long drawn out farm labourers’ 
strike in Co. Waterford has not been for- 
mally settled, individual agreements are 
being made, and farmers are taking back as 
many men as they can employ. Even at 
the best of times, farm work at this season 
is usually slack, but now it is worse than 
ever, owing to farmers having lost their 
crops and deciding to reduce their tillage. 

An official of the Irish Transport Union, 
interviewed by an  Jrish 
porter yesterday, stated that the members of 
his union were not responsible for any acts 
of sabotage that took place during the 
strike. They could not control the state- 
ments of individuals, and the fact was that 
there. were irregular elements on both sides 
causing a lot of trouble. His union had 
always been willing to negotiate with the 
farmers,*and he believed that a satisfactory 
compromise could have been reached six 
months ago. Unfortunately, he 
local Farmers’ Union refused to recog- 
nise “the Irish Transport Union, and so the 
strike dragged on. 
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IRISH CONDENSED 
MILK COMPANY.

Inquiries which were made in Cork“yester- 
day show that the new company which is to 
take over the Condensed Milk Company of 
Ireland, the headquarters of which are at 


‘Limerick, is at present in process of forma- 


tion. The new company hopes in a short time 
to be in a position to pay off any moneys that 
are due to the milk suppliers, which amount 
to the substantial sum of £35,000, and the 
commercial men who have come forward to 
carry on this undertaking are actuated largely 
by the feeling that a severe blow would 
be struck at the business credit of the com- 
munity if the Condensed Milk Company was 
allowed to lapse or to dissipate itself into 
small concerns. The new company intend to 
make this payment their first care. They 
recognise the vital importance of securing that 
the producers will not be victimised. 

The Condensed Milk Company of Ireland 
was, started in 1883 and registered as a com- 
pany im 1889, In the course of time it ex- 
tended its operations and established central 
creameries and condensed milk factories, 
fitted with the most up-to-date machinery, at 
Mallow, Tipperary, Kanturk, Bruree, Knock- 
long, Clonmel and Carrick-on-Suir. A con- 
siderable number of auxiliary separating 
Stations act as feeders to these:centfals. A 
well-equipped and efficient fleet of petrol and 
steam-driven motor lorries convey the milk 
and cream to the different centrals for con- 
densing and churning. An idea of the magni- 
tude of the busimess may be gathered from 
the fact that in normal times the. company 
received milk from between 50,000 and 60.060 
cows, which means that it dealt with at least 
one-thirtieth, and possibly considerably more, 
of the entire dairy produce of Ireland. 

The condensed milk section of the business 
went on increasing, its apex being reached 
about 1919. The company is equipped with 
the most modern refrigerating machinery, 
capable of holding close on 2,000 tons of 
creamery produce, Cheese-making has not 
been an important item in the dairying in- 
dustry in Southern Ireland, but it is admitted 
that cheese of the: very highest quality was 
being made by the Condensed Milk Company 
during the European War, when there was a 
steady demand for cheese. With the termina- 
tion of the struggle the demand declined. and 
the Condensed Milk Company and a few other 
factories are the only concerns able to con. 
tinue cheese-making, for the simple reason 
that the quality of the cheese that they pro- 
duced was able to challenge cOmparison with 
cheese made anywhere, The new company 
will have at its disposal all facilities for 
cheese production on a large scale in its 
eighteen branches, and it intends to carry it 
on and to maintain the high standard of 
excellence which the old company established. 

The political upheaval, intensified by wide- 
spread labour troubles and the general unrest, 
had an injurious effect on the company’s 
business. Creameries were about the first 
kind of buildings to become so unpopular as 
to provoke attack by fire and explosives, The 
upshot of the long-drawn-out strife was that 
the property came into the market. Anyone 
who knows anything about the dairyine in- 
dustry knows what the closing down of the 
creameries in Tipperary, Limerick and North 
Cork would mean to the farming community. 
To purchase and work them would he an 
undertaking too vast for the milk suppliers to 
embark upon, but the public spirit and enter- 
prise of Southern men saved the 
situation so far as the suppliers and employés 
are concerned. . 
It Is understood that the whole of the money 
lor the purchase of the company’s concerns 
is being found by Southern Irishmen, whose 
faith. in the future of agriculture and trust in 
the industry and sanity of the people are un-
